He was wrong in calling 
it an Americanism, for American 
dictionaries define it as he did. He 
waa wrong, if it had been an Ameri- 
canism, in wording it this way: 
“Train up public opinion so that they 
may ure the word ‘graduate’ in its 
right sense and not in its American 
senge.” It would have been better 
to urge ite use according to the British 
usage, rather than in its right senac. 
Because American or not, and how- 
ever undesirable it may be from the 
University point of view, the right 
sonse of the word is not so narrow us 
he wishes it to be. Queen's College 
can produce graduates as truly as the 
Dniversity can, It may mean for bim 
only o student who has “taken a 
degree at a University,” but it means 
for a philologist any student who bas 
taken any grade anywhere. I would 
define it as a student who has ad- 
vanced 4 grade; and in that case it is 
no misuse of the word to apply it to 
groduates of educational instil utions 
of a lower grado than the Univority. 
Personally, I am quite willing that 
the public should oblige the Uni- 
versity in this matter, and givo 
thom by courtesy’ a monopoly 
to which th-y are not atriotly 
entitled, But thoy have managed to 
annoy me with their giatuitous 
referonco to Amorican English (about 
which 1 bad a noto higher up) ao I 
have to rap thom on thy knuckles in 
this way. It is, [-mast romind them, 
alla matter of degree. Itia conceiv- 
‘able thatan Oxford don might: think 
it desirablo that the torm ‘graduate’
